TREE PLANTI NG ALONG PU BLIC ROADS 

Remarkable Development of Good Roads Sentiment in Ken- 
tucky Has Created a Demand Fcr Shade 
Trees Along the Roads 



The last year in Kentucky has seen 
a « underfill agitation for good roads 
throughout the State and at the pres- 
ent time u large number of highways 
are being constructed under the State- 
aid plan. There is no doubt hut what 
the number of good roads in Kentucky 
will Increase each year. The con- 
struction of good roads and the stand- 
ardization of roa'ds has created a de- 
mand for shade trees along the rights 
of way to beautify them. In anticipa- 
tion of this demand the State Forester 
is paying particular attention to the 
raising at the State nurseries at Louis- 
ville and Frankfort trees particularly 
adapted for planting along the public 
highways. A good many species have 
been suggested and one idea which 
seems to have a firm root in the pub- 
lic mind and which may undoubtedly 



to a great deal of good in the 
community is the planting of nut bear- 
ing and fruit trees along tka toads. 
It Is felt that in this way the trees 
along the MghWtVjri could he made to 
produce a product of sufficient value 
to aid in the maintenance of the road. 
This has been successfully done in 
several instances, particularly in Eu- 
rope. With this end in view the Stan- 
Forester has been experimenting with 
u lurge number of nut trees of differ- 
ent varieties including pecan, hickory, 
black walnut. English walnut and mil 
ers. Also the growing of apple trees 
and other fruit trees along the road is 
a suggestion which meets with I great 
I deal of favorable comment atul the 
nursery at Louisville has undertaken 
the growing of apple stock on a lai>e 
scale.

On T ho Business of Banking 

The farm is of this nation to come into their own 
must study business. We must, as a class, understai 
the fundamental principles that underlie every industr 
its functions to society and its relation to agriculture. Inr 
there can be no intelligent co-operation without under 
standing. Mr F. A Vanderlip, president of the National 
City Hank of New York, when asked. "What is a bank?" 
said in part: 

"The first and most familiar function of a bank la 
that of gathering up the idle money of a comniunitv . 
small sums and large, and thus forming u pool or reser 
voir upon which responsible persons may draw us the., 
have temporary use for money It is evident that this makes large sums In the 
aggregate available for the employment of labor und the development of the 
community Hut much more is accomplished than the use of the money 
actually deposited in the banks, for by the use of drafts, checks and bunk 
notes the efficiency of money Is multiplied several times over. A very huge 
business, for example one of the great beef packerB. may use very little 
actual money; on one side of Its bank account will be entered the checks 
and drafts it is daily receiving from everywhere in payment for menu, 
while on the other side will be entered the checks It draws in payment for 
cattle, etc., its only use of money being for small payments, to labor and 
otherw ise. 

if there were but one bank in a community and everybody paid all 
bills by drawing checks on that bunk and everyone receiving a check I rents 
dlately deposited it in the bank, the amount of money in the bank evidently 
would not change at all and the entire business of the community would be 
settled on the books of the bunk And 'he situation is but slightly changed 
when there are several batiks, for they dally exchange among themselves all 
the checks they receive on each other, which practically offset themselves, 
although the smull balances are paid In cash. This Is called cleurlug' and 
in every lurge city there is a '< learing House' where representat i\ es of the 
hanks meet dally to settle their accounts with each other 

A bank is constantly receiving from its customers, pari icularly those that 
are shipping products to other localities, drafts and checks drawn on hanks 

in other cities, which it usually sends for deposit to a few MtYMI dert 

hanks in the central cities with which It maintains permanent accounts. In 
this way these scattered credits me consolidated and the hank draws upon 
these accounts In supplying customers with the means or nuking payment! 
away from home. As each local community sells and buys about the same 
amount abroad In the course of a year, these payments largely off .-el each 
Other It is evident that the hanks are very intimuteh related to 1 In trade 
and industry of a country. The banker is a dealer in credit much more than 
a dealer in money, and of c ourse his own credit must he above qiMatlM. He 
t xchanges his credit for the credits ucipiirod by the customers und lends 
credit for tlo ir accommodation, hut he must conduct the business with such 
judgment that In- cat always meet his own obligations with cash on demand 
This is th, essential thing about bank credit, that it shall always be the

So many peraOM oi all ages and conditions drink soda water and the 
glasses u-e<1 by them should be thoroughly cleansed with soap and 
clean water, followed by rinsing, and if necessary, dried with a fresh, 
clean towel. It is delightful to go to a soda water fountain where 
the service is sauitarv and those who operate it practice *anitation in 
the highe*t degree.

Fire-Blight. 

Fire l!lif»ht is undoubtedly the most 
serious disease that confronts the Ken- 
tucky fruit grower today. San Jose 
Scale is no longer dangerous when trees 
are properly sprayed. The aphis is 
easily controlled as are all the other 
greatly-feared troubles of the past. 
After all the other orchard troubles 
have been successfully met and con- 
quered, it is very discouraging to see a 
promising crop of fruit ruined in a short 
time. In fact blight has been termed 
the Great Black 1'lague of the fruit in- 
dustry It has been estimated that it 
carries an annual loss of 925,000,000 to 
to the country. 

Might is a preventable disease, and in 
view of the tremendous losses occasioned 
l>y it. a systematic effort should lie made 
to check it. 

I't-.irs and apples are more subject to 
attack than are any of the other fruits. 
In tact, the writer would not urge the 
planting of commercial pear orchards in 
Kentucky for the time heing, until more 
definite means of control have been 
Worked out. Certain varieties of apples 
are more susceptible than others, and it 
is well for a grower to consider this 
point in making an extensive planting. 

Hlight is caused by a minute germ or 
organism that lives during the dormant 
season in cankers, resulting from in- 
fection the previous season. These 
cankers are formed at the branches and 
in extreme cases on the larger limbs and 
trunk of tree. Every fruit grower should 
acquaint himself with the appearance of 
the canker and destroy it as soon as I 
noticed If every canker could be (lis 
pOMd of, blight could be held in control. 

IUight usually appears shortly after the 
blossoming period, and is first noticed 
when the blossoms ami tips begin to 
wilt and blacken. Often the tips of the 
brum lies only are affected. In other 111 
stances it may extend down the twig or 
branch, killing it as it progresses. The 
twigs and leaves appear as if they had 
been scorched by fire, hence the term 
fire-blight. 

It is almost impossible to cut out the 
diseased twins on a badly blighted tree 
during the growing season. Fire-Hlight 
is a problem involving the community, 
hence, an organized endeavor should he 
made to check it. Learn to recognize 
the disease in its various stages, clean up 
the orchard and encourage your neigh- 
bor to do the same thing. 

Do not be misled regarding the so- 
bhght cures.". There is no pat- 
ent cure and no one should ever attempt 
to cure blight by spraying, inoculation, 
or soil doctoring Insects particularly 
aphis and ants, spread blight. I'se the 
spray against these if necessary

Secretary Lane announced thnt the 
production of radium from Colorado 
carnotite ores by the bureau of mines 
of the department of the Interior, In 
connection with the National Hadium 
Institute, hns passed the experimental 
stage in Its new process and is ou a 
successful manufacturing basis. He 
also declnred thai the statements made 
to congress concerning the ability of 
the bureau of mines to produce radium 
at a greatly decreased cost over other 
processes had actunlly been verified 
and that the cost was even less than 
predicted. Secretary Lane said: 

"The cost of one gram of radium 
metal produced lu the form of bromide 
during March, April and Mny of the 
present year was $36,050, I am Inform 
ed by Dr. Charles L. Parsons, In charge 
of the radium investigations of the bu- 
reau. This includes the cost of ore, In- 
surance, repairs, amortization allow- 
ance for plant and equipment, cost of 
bureau of mines salaries and all ex- 
penses incident to the production of 
high grade radium bromide. When you 
consider that radium has been selling 
for $120,000 and $KiO,Ooo a grnm. you 
will see just what the bureuu of mines 
has accomplished along these Hues. 

"The cost of producing radium in the 
small experimental plant during the 
first few months of the bureau's activi- 
ties was somewhat higher, but not 
enough seriously to affect the final av-

Some Idea of the enormous quantity 
of beer manufactured for the use of 
Bavarian soldiers in the field can be 
gathered from the figures of the au- 
thorities of the First Bavarian army 
corps.

Munich breweries alone deliver, It la 
estimated, 140 carloads of beer In kegs 
and 00 carloads of bottled beer each 
week. The first contains on average of 
1,320 gallons to a carload and the sec- 
ond , r i,500 three-qunrter liter bottles. 
Other breweries deliver B0 carloads of 
keg beer, 1,320 gallons to a cur. 

Kngaged In making this beer are the 
Bavarian State brewery, the Uoyal 
Hofbrauhuus ami the state owned 
Wcilianstephnn brewery. In ndtlitlon 
to many private breweries. The army 
authorities pay 24 marks for a keg con- 
taining twenty-two gallons and 23 
marks for a case containing llfty three- 
quarter liter bottles.

)emand For Material at State Nurseries Shows That Ken- 
tucky People Are Beginning to Plant Trees 
As Well As Cut Them Down 



Frankfort, Ky.— (Special)— It Is pat- 
ient to those individuals who have 
Ijrmde a study of the mutter that there 
lore certain areas of Kentucky which 
Jare more valuable for the production

The nursery at 
Louisville was started early in the fall 
of 19i:t, and has been gradually in- 
craf4iiiK its capacity. Last fall the 
tiriSsule of stock was made from the 
L'rulsville nursery, amounting to one 
| thousand black locusts and one hun- 
] dred catalpa seedlings. That such 
nursery supplies are wanted in the 
State is shown by the fact that, if 
available, at least ten thousand black 
locusts could have been sold and an 
Indefinite number of other species.

GATHERIN G^ TRE E "SEEDS 

[An Infant Industry in Kentucky Oevel- 
oped by Sta.e Nurseries. 

The experience in growing trees at 
the State nursery has shown very 
Clearly that iu a great many cases it 
J not possible to get tree seeds of the 
native I pei lea at the time and in the 
[condition desired. Kentuck) is pecul- 
[iar in that up to very recently there 
has been no agency or Individual in- 
'terested in the gathering of tree seed 
tn its borders. The demand for the 
tree seeds iu the State nurseries at 

Louisville 

iu a imal 

gathering of tree seeds within the 
State. Last year a considerable por- 
tion of the Mod planted was obtained 
from Kentucky. Several small boys 
had become interested in this line of 
work and gathered a considerable 
quantity of seed of certain varieties. 
It is expected this fall that the bulk 
Of the seed planted in the State nur- 
aeries will be obtained within the 
Slate from native varieties. The gath- 
ering of tree seed offers an attractive 
field for a limited number of individ- 
ual, particularly bright boys, who are 
willing to take the time and trouble 
necessary to distinguish tree species.

There were sown in the Frankfort 
nursery twelve seeil beds L' 1x4 feet, 
with the following species: Chestnut, 
red oak. black walnut, pin oak. yellow 
poplar, shell bark hickory, sugar ma- 
ple, white ash. Kach spring and rail 
sees the rapacity of the nurseries very 
materially increas. d 

The varieties which have been 
planted in the nurseries have been 
(with the exception of some species 
with which it was decided to experi 
ment) confined almost entirely to na- 
tive Kentucky trees of special com 
mercial importance. Just what num- 
ber of seedlings will be available this 
fall for distribution and sale it Is im- 
possible at this time to determine on 
account of the earliness of the season. 
The seed beds were very materially 
Increased within the year. One fea- 
ture of the nursery work at Louisville 
was the planting of one-half bushel of 
apple seed. It is eventually expected 
that the Louisville nursery will be 
able to furnish apple stock of stand- 
ard variety to individuals around the 
State and that the orcharding which is 
becoming a feature of agricultural 
work in Kentucky will in this way be 
materially assisted. Also the nursery 
is experimenting with varieties of wal- 
nuts, chestnut, pecans and other nut 
trees which produce commercial or 
chards.

INTEREST IN SHADE TREES 

•Ut« Forester Prepared to Answer 
With Regard to 

Tt 



With every passing year the Inter - 
est of the citizens of Kentucky in the 
ahade trees of the cities, towns and 
villages, along public highways and 
on private lands and estates has be- 
come more keeu, for the reason that 
our people as a whole are gradually 
coming to an appreciation of the 
worth of Individual trees and of tree 
communities from an aesthetical 
point of view, and are alive to their 
value as factors for health and com- 
fort in the community. This is a nat- 
ural development iu line with an 
awakening public interest in parks, 
puhlk playgrounds, better roads and 
hislijreys and the development of at- 
tra Tve surroundings on the farm. 
In all this the trees play a very im 
portant part. Then, too. throughout 
the state the present shade traea, 
which are to a very considerable ex- 
tent remnants of the original forest, 
are decaying, deteriorating and <i)lng 
Their owners are interested most de- 
adly in their preservation. If yos- 



sible. and their replacement If this 
must be done. Again within recent 
years the increase of insect pests and 
fungus diseases due to the introduc- 
tion of new species and varieties from 
foreign countries and the importation 
of gjaropean nursery stock has caused 
widespread comment. Insect infesta- 
tions among our tree friends, a con- 
dition which has been emphasized by 
the lack of natural enemies to keep 
them in check and a notable dot t ease 
in our native birds thai prey on in- 
sects, have been of frOQUan! occur- 
rence. In cities the paving of streets, 
construction of sidewalks, laying Of 
sewers and gas and water mains, con- 
duits for electric light, telephone- and 
telegraph wires all has very seriously 
disturbed natural conditions and en- 
dangered the life of the shade trees. 

While it Is realized that the Cafe 
and protection of shade trees is not 
strictly within the province of for- 
estry, yet requests for information in 
thiB direction have continually come 
to the office of the State Forester. 

The State Forester is prepared to 
answer inquiries for information by 
mail with , regard to shade trees 
particularly what specieB to plant, the 
injuries and diseases to which they 
are subject, and to offer remedies for 
these The First Biennial Report of 
the State Forester deals with this 
subject of shade trees In detail and 
may be obtained free of charge by 
him at Frankfort.

Tart of the land is wooded, and Bel- 
gians settling there will be paid for 
clearing this land. There Is a com- 
munity store, at which credit will be 
extended to those tilling lands on this 
tract. Options will be given on these 
lands at their present price. There la 
a similar plan for settling a large tract 
of land in Joues county, near Macon.
